As the News from thence ſays, 
he has. I A 
I confeſs, I am an Enemy to all Sorts of 
Crucky—and muft acknowledge, I think, 
the cruel Execution of General PATKUL, 
to be a moſt diſhonourable Thing z who, 
tho* a Man of Quality, a Perſon of great 
Honour, and a Soldier, was in ſpight of 
many Iiitercefions, and as a peculiar Inſult 
to the Czar and King Auguſtus, broken 
alive upon the Wheel, and, as we were 
told in the publick Accounts, was kept three 
Days a dying in the moſt miſerable Torment 


imaginable, without being allow'd the com · 
mon Favour of the Coup de Grace. 

Again, I thiak, but mark it, tis but my 
private Opinion, that it was a moſt barbarous 
Thing, and to the laſt Degree GOTHICK, 
a5 one o0bſerv'd, to compel King Auguſtus to 
ſurrender that Gentleman to his implacable 
Enemy; be was no Priſoner of War, nor 
any Delerter from the Swediſh Army; but 
in a publick Character from the Czar to 
King Auguſſus; and that King, who is one 
of ' the moſt generous Princes in the World, 
was forc'd with lufinite Regrer, and after 
moſt earneſt Repreſentations of its being 
againſt the Law of Nations, to deliver him 
up, to ſave the Deſtruction of his Country.

Gentleman, the Czar declar'd he would 


give no Quarter to the Swedes, and the 


Swedes the like to the Muſcovites z and ſo 
the War went on like a. la mode Butchery. 

Now I muſt needs obſerve, that ſince 

this barbarous Action, I baue remarbd n, 
the King of 4. .. 2 has had no Succeſs 
The Hand of Heaven has ſeem'd to be 
turn'd againft him every-where; he has 
been worſted upon every Occaſion, and 
had not the Humanity of the Muſcovites 
exceeded what it us'd to be, the Swediſb 
Gentlemen had paid dear for the Blood of 
General PATXUL on ſeveral Occaſions. 
But more particularly in this laſt Action, 
ſhould the Czar reſent it upon the Priſoners 
he has taken, it would be a terrible War- 
ning to all Princes that make War, not to 
extend their Arms to Barbarities and cold 
Blood Deſtructions, left they live to ſee it 
reveng'd on their beft Friends, and their 
braveſt Officers ſometime or other fall a 
Sacrifice to appeaſe the angry Ghofts of the 
Dead. 

But after all, What ſhall we ſay to Count 
Piper? And what will the Czar do with him? 
Eſpecially if he was the Mao, that order'd, 
council'd, and appointed that horrible 
Execution of poor PATX UL, as they 
ſay he was I ſuppoſc,. the Czar of 
Muſcovy will be far enough from any In- 
fluence from this Paper — But certainly 
if it be firſt true, that this P/PERK was 
the Actor of that Tragedy, he merits All 
that Hands can inflict 5 and if compleat 
Retaliation were ro be made—he ſhould 
be ficſt ſear back to King Auguſfus, that 
the Injury to him ſhould be repair'd, and 
then broke alive upon the Wheel, on the 
ſame individual Spot of Ground that 
PATKU L was executed, and in the 
ſame Manner. | 

This, I ſay, would be Lex Taliong, the 
Perfection of retaliating Juſtice 
And really, if the Czar of Muſcovy does 
not do ſomething like this, if he does not 
uſe his Priſoners like Men taken after 
Quarter was forbidden, and like Men that 
had reſolv'd to give no Quarter to his 
Subjects if they had been Victors 
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Upon the Death of this unfortunate If he does not uie. them thus, I ſay, he 


ſhows himſelf to be a Prince of more Hu- 


manity and Generofity, than the Swedes 
have Reaſcn to expe 


or than Fame has 
repreſented him. 3 

It has been obſervable, that this War 
between the Swede, King Auguſim, and 
the Czar, has been carry'd on with unuſual 
Animolity z Blood, and Revenge, bas 
ſeem'd to be the particular Temper that 
has reign'd on both fides, but eſpecially the 
Swedes —— To give no Quarter in Fight, 
no Terms to Men of Honour, that fall into 
our Hands, bas  ſomethivg particularly in- 
human-in it—and ſeems to be alcogether 


ravenous and brutal; few Nations ever did 
it Nor q any War to be carry'd on 
upon fuch Terms, but what is made meerly 
to depopulate and defiroy Mankird.—It is 
not conquering, but ravaging and teariog 
to pieces, nor is it @nſiftent with the Na. 
ture of Man, eſpecially as Chriftiany — — 


The Saxon Soldiers taken at Thorn, after a 


long Siege, anda brave Defence, diſcharg - 
ing thereby. the Part of Men of Honour, 
and ſhowing an unſhaken Fideli:y to their 


Prince: Let the Swedes ſay f r themſelves, 


if they are not aſham'd of it, how they 
were us'd; of which our publick Accounts 
told us, that they ſuffer'd them to ftarve 
on Board their Ships, with Cold and Hun- 
ger, refuſing: them the Conſolation, either 
of Phyſicians for the Badies of their Sick 
Men, or Divines for.their Souls What 
theſe Things may have brought upon the 
whole Body of that People, and their Prince 
allo, I will not ſay ; but certainly, ſince 
the cruel Death of that miſerable Gentle- 


man as above, Heaven has ſeem'd to aban. 


done the Swede, and they bave proſper'd 
in nothing; tilt at laſt they have loft the 
braveſt little Army in Europe. The Great 
Authors of this ill proſecuted War ate falten 
into the Hand of their Enemy. and find 
themſelves reduc'd to the Neceſſity of aſk- 
ing Mercy of thoſe very Muſcovites; to 
whom on all Occafions they have ſhew'd ſo 
little=— If they find good Uſage there, 
I ſhall wonder, and muſt ſay, tis what they 


have very little Reaſon to expect.

Have heard with a great Deal of Pa- 

tience, the French King rail'd at, aud 
plentifully abus d for this laſt Week or two, 
becauſe he would not ratifie the Capitula- 
tion of. the Citadel of Tourneyomn 
And I cannot but take the Liberty to ad- 
vacate for bis moſt Chriſtian Majefty a little 
in this Caſe As to his Honour in ob- 
ſerving Treaties and Capitulations when 
made, it is not much to the Purpoſe here ; 
but whatever he does with Treaties, when 
they are made, you never found him a F- 
at making them: And from the Beginning, 


Imuſt confeſs, 1 wonder'd at Mr. DeTurville, 


that he ſhould make ſuch a Propoſal as 
this He could wever think his Mafter 
would ſign it He is far from being ignc- 
rant of-the Condition of the Confederate 
Armies, for he bas felt their vigorous At- 
tacks both at Lifle and at Tournay—and he 
cannot be -perf-&ly ignorant of the Condi- 
tion of his M3fſters Troops; and from both 
he might eaſily judge, that as ſoon as ever 
the Capitulation of the Citadel of Towrnay 
ſhould be fign'd, the Confederate "Army 
would march ditectly to attack his Mafters 
Army, or have a fall Liberty to form-ar- 
other Siege, perhaps of Mons, or Tpres ; 
the Taking of which would be fatal to the 
Kings Affairs, and ſerve to expoſe his 
Frontiers more to the Invaſion of the 
Allies, which muſt at laſt end in his en- 
tire DeſtruQion, if not not prevented by a 
diſhonoutable Peace — 5 

Oa the other hand; ſo long as be can 
defend the Citadel, which it is ſuppos'd he 
may do, very near the Time that be off-r'd 
the Capitulation, the jonumerable Mines 
under all the Works, reudring the Ap- 
proach by ad way but the Sap im practica- 
ble; ſo long the Confederates Hands are 
ty'd from any confiderable Atrempt, and fo 
much Time gain'd towards he Spiniag out 
this Campaign, a Thing on which the 
whole Safety of Frevce ſu much depends. 


In my Fe then, it had been an un- 
accountable Fully, and the falſeſt Step ima- 
ginable in the French , if they bad let thas 
Capitulation been confirm'd— And it i a 
full Evidence of the Badneſs of their C i 
cumftances, that they have not done it 
It is pla in, they dare, not do it they dare 
not truſt their own Fortunes with à Months 
Liberty to our Armies; they will not ven- 
ture it—they'l) rather purchaſe a Month, 
at the Expence of the whole Garriſon of 
Tournay, than hazard being attack'd by the 
Confederates, and leave them at Liberty 
for due Month to attack, either their Army 
iu its ſtrongeſt Intrenchments, or ſome 
other of their ſtrong Frontiers, in which 
now their whole Safety depends. 
All theſe Things, I fay, betray the 
Weakneſs of the French, and confirm the 
Accounts, we have of the Extremities they 
are driven to As to the Terms of 
Peace, which turn upon the Affair of Spain, 
] cannot doubt, but that Thing will ſoon 
determine ic ſelf; for if you can, as we ſee it 
in 4 fair way of doing, remove French lu- 
fluence from Spaniſh Councils, and perhaps 
you wen't find ſuch Difficalties in reducing 
Spain, as ſume People imagine.
